Democratic m a n­ 
ag ers advertised that the president­ 
ial nominee would speak from the 
roof of the balcony on the Lincoln 
hotel, fronting Ninth street.

evening was mild and balmv, and 
sn enormous crowd which filled the 
streets and spread out over a larg e 
part of Government

sembled to hear him. No such g a th ­ 
ering ha a ever since turned out to a 
political meeting in Lincoln. Bryan

tremendous ovation

through 
her 
veins, 
w as 
chosen as the original for the Ind­ 
ian head engraving by the sculptor 
because o f her prominent features. 
Mr. Maust w as born in Somerset 
county. 
P' nnsylvanla, 
ancestral 
home of m any of Falls City’s pion­ 
eers, 
on March 25. 1839. 
He 
e n ­
